Recently, the vessel, now nam- 
ed the “Hol Lee,” arrived in 
Hong Kong, and the Hong Kong 

ner obtained a Supreme Court 
writ in’ orde¥ that he might 
prove his claim, A. bnilit’l visit 
ed the ship, posted the Supreme 
Court order, and: placed two 
watchmen on bourd. 

Scareely had the bailiff left, 
than the watchmen were thruat 
into a junk and Janded in Kow- 
foon.

-meantime,. the ship's flay— had 
been chanced from thut of the 
Chinese mefchnant marine flag 
to that of the Chinese Navy, al- 
though she appeared to be en- 
gaged in normal commercial 
traffic, : 

Before any further action 
could be taken, the ship weigh- 
ed anchor and sailed out of Hong 
Kong,’ the issue of ownership | 
undecided.
